DC  & FW  $10  notes  in  the  same  Run(2)  of  the  2003  Series 
$10  Federal  Reserve  Notes 

This  account  is  a complete  report  of  our  April  2007  thru  May  2008 
currency  research  which  involved  only  the  Series  2003  $ 1 0 Federal 
Reserve  Note.  BEP  has  been  printed  Series  2003  $10  notes  at  both 
Washington,  DC  and  Fort  Worth,  TX.  Our  group  has  found  and  recorded 
499  notes  for  Run-2  (DI06400001A  through  the  DI12800000A).  The 
estimated  80,000  sheet  printing  displays  BOTH  the  DC  and  FW  markings 
dispersed  throughout  the  available  range  of  serial  numbers. 

To  begin,  Derek  Moffitt  wrote  an  article  for  “The  Bank  Note  Reporter” 
and  it  was  published  in  September  of  2006.  When  a friend  (Jeff  Ferrand) 
contacted  me,  he  inquired  if  I had  seen  any  notes  from  this  oddity.  He 
reported  that  he  had  found  two.  Then,  later  that  same  day,  my  Tennessee 
friend  (Hank  Krolokowski)  called  me  about  searching  for  them.  Well, 
because  I had  not  heard  about  them,  I asked  “why  were  they  so  important?” 
That  is  when  I learned  that  no  one  had  ever  reported  finding  FRN’s  from 
the  same  denomination  and  within  the  same  run  with  both  DC  and  FW 
markings  (unless  it  had  possibly  been  a star-replacement  note).  Now  THAT 
sparked  my  interest! 

So,  without  further  notice,  I rushed  to  my  local  bank  to  start  my  search 
for  a pair  of  2003  - $ 1 0,  one  would  have  the  DC  markings  and  the  second 
would  have  the  FW  markings.  Don’t  you  know  that  in  that  first  group  of 
50  ten-dollar  notes,  I found  a DC  variety!  I thought  that  this  was  going  to 
be  easy.  But,  it  took  quite  a while  until  I located  my  FW  variety.  I checked 
with  Jeff  and  Hank  and  found  that  Jeff  had  found  one,  but  then  he  began  to 
find  them  regularly.  Hank  had  more  difficulty,  especially  in  his  home  state 
of  TN.  But,  when  he  visited  here  in  Maryland,  he  found  some  too. 

Soon,  we  added  another  member  Greg  Simms  of  Virginia,  and  he 
introduced  us  to  our  next  member  Henry  Jenkins  of  California.  Along  the 
way,  we  contacted  Derek  Moffitt  out  in  Michigan  for  advice  and  council. 
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We  used  his  list  from  the  “BNR”  article  as  our  basis.  I wanted  to  find  out 
the  “change-over”  had  occurred  and  to  obtain  a couple  of  notes  with  FRN 
serial  numbers  as  close  as  possible. 

Well,  before  long,  it  struck  me  that  we  had  no  way  of  knowing  what  each 
other  group  member  had  in  his  poke,  so  I started  a list  and  each  member 
above  the  contributed  data  to  me  for  me  to  record.  Today,  our  list  has 
exceeded  its  13-month  anniversary.  I began  recording  the  notes  by  date  and 
April  26,  2007  was  the  first  date  listed.  Now  there  are  364  notes  listed. 

Many  trying  times  have  transpired  for  this  group.  Here  is  an  example.  Jeff 
decided  that  he  wanted  to  recreate  a complete  sheet  of  the  notes,  so  we  all 
assisted  with  his  project.  From  then  until  today,  he  has  gathered  3 1 out  of 
the  32  possible.  Only  the  “DC”  variety  from  position  “H3”  remains  to  be 
found. 

As  for  me,  I have  found  some  very  interesting  information  along  the  way. 
Many  of  my  first  exciting  events  were  due  to  typos  in  my  list,  but,  now  I 
have  that  under  control  and  there  is  al  lot  to  be  learned  from  the  list.  For 
example,  we  have  found  one  error.  Believe  it  or  not  it  is  one  that  I am  doing 
research  on  in  the  2003a  $1  FRN  star  replacements.  It  is  a “Crossover” 
note.  A note  that  carries  a FRN  serial  number  and  position  number  of 
“El”,  but  should  be  an  “E3”. 

Next,  I have  found  that  there  are  almost  twice  as  many  note  found  from 
C.O.P.E.  “A”  than  from  C.O.P.E.  “B”. 

The  highest  sheet  number  found  to  date  is  199,  233  and  the  lowest  sheet 
number  is  for  sheet  080,  096.  The  notes  found  from  these  sheets  are: 
DI10080096A  and  PI  12799233 A.  This  also  happens  to  be  the  highest  FRN 
serial  number  found  to  date.  And,  this  tells  us  that  there  are  only  95  sheets 
yet  to  be  found  with  a lower  FRN  number  and  677  sheets/serials  higher. 

The  lowest  FRN  serial  is  D106512451A  from  sheet  # 1 12,541. 

Coincidently,  all  of  these  notes  and  data  are  from  sheets  and  individual 
notes  from  the  C.O.PE.  “B”  side.  Even  the  missing  “DC”  from  position 
“H3”  is  from  the  “B”  side.  How’s  that  for  trivia?  The  only  claim  to  fame 
for  the  C.O.PE.  “A”  side  is  the  lowest  FR  Note  serial  number. 
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As  a side  point,  I also  determined  from  our  list  that  we  had  found  a 
specimen  note  for  each  100,000  jump  in  FRN  serial  numbers  except  for  the 
6.4  million  thru  6.5  group.  This  causes  me  to  wonder  if  there  are  any  notes 
out  there  starting  with  DI06400001A?  Could  these  have  not  been  printed? 

Only  time  and  other  collector  s reports  will  tell  us  more  about  this  newly 
discovered  practice  utilized  by  the  BEP.  Thanks  for  reading  this  and  if  you 
happen  to  find  any  of  these  notes  in  your  collection,  I would  like  to  add 
your  data  to  my  list. . .
